These trees 
produced a total crop of 548 packed boxes of fruit. The inspection certificate issued jointly 
by the USDA and the Washington State Department of Agriculture on the packout of this 
crop shows that the apples were “mostly 90% to 100% good red.” Trees of both the second 
and third generation continue to show the same characteristics of better colored and larger 
fruit that make the original sport limb so outstanding.
